Taz courte which has been and ia now he- 
ing pursued by the Canton Customs autho- 
tities in connection with the case againat 
Captain Goggia of the steamer Fatshen 
is probably based upon the ‘ Rules for Joint 
Investigation in cases of Confiscation and 
Fine,’ which were agreed to and promal- 
gated by the British Minister ab Poking on 


acquittal. Now. the only sppeal from the 
Consular Gourt is to the Supremo Court at 
Shanghai; and oa the Customs officials 
foreod Captain Goggin. into the Court at 
Cpaton, it acome passing strange that they 
should endeavour now to deviate from the 
course. they doliborately ontored upon. 
Thig policy, hewover, of demanding. a bond 
and of roforring tho onsac to Poking 
shows that the Commissionor has now e- 
liboratoly rosorted to the Rules for Joint 
Investigation, although they cannot pos- 
sibly apply in the presont caso. Under 
theso Rules, it ia teue, o bond is ne, 
cessary,,and much is said about the 
value of ship, cargo and goods that have 
been confacated, or have boon in dangor of 
that fate, Hore no goods wero confiscated, 
and no goods woroin question,—tha charge 
being morcly that the mastor of the Steamer 
Fatshan had presented  falso monifest, 
Of this charge tho master was acquitted, 
and the man so much ‘ rospooted ’ by tho 
prosecution is now a free ‘man. It ia thoro- 
foro doubly unfair that tho Customs, after 
havidg pressed an oxcecdingly feeble and 
frivolous charge against Captain Goggin, 
should, upon its fuilure, now acok to con- 
tinuo tho..warfare under entirely different 
conditions, The High Authorities at Pe- 
king have nothing to do with the case that 
has been sottled in tho Provinoial Court in 
Canton, go far as tho decision is concerned. 
If we are to have a now Treaty, now Re- 
gulationa, or now Conventions, then Peking 
and London would lave everything to say, 
The course now pursued by tho Customs 
authorities, therefore, in this matter seems 
to us to denote a disposition not to con- 
ciliate or to fall in with a reasonable deci- 
sion, but to continue a fight which, to judge 
by tho published reports, ought novor to 
have been begun.

It says that ‘when the 
act of which a merchant at any port ia ac- 
cused is act one involving tho confiscation 
of ship and cargo, but is one which, by 
Treaty or Regulation, is punishable by 
fine,’ the Commissioner will cause 4 plaint 
to be entered in the Consular Court, The 
charge brought against Cuptain Goggin, it 
must bo remombered, was against the mas- 
ter of a vessel, not a merchant ; and the 
whole conduct of the case was meant to 
show that the master had been guilty of 
an offence against the Treaty, the presenta- 
tien of a falae manifest, under Article 
xxxvii of the Treaty for which there 
was a penalty of Tis. 500. There was 
no mention whatever of any joint or con- 
current jurisdiction in the matter during 
the whole of the hearing; and in 
point of fact the jurisdiction given to the 
Consul to try the case in his capdcity of 
Judge of the Provincial Consular Court of 
Canton is found in the Order in Council for 
the Government of Her Majesty’s Subjects 
in Obina and Japan. Article 84 of that 
Order ia as follows — ° 

‘Tf any British subject in Obina or in 
Japan violates or fails to observe any 
stipulation of any Treaty botwoon Her 


Majesty, her heirs or successors, and the 
Emperor of Obina, or the Tycoon of Japan, 
for the time being in force, in reapect of 
the violation thereof any penalty is stipu- 
lated for in tho Treaty, he ahall be deemed 
guilty of an offence against the Treaty, and 
on conviction thereof under this Order shall 
be liable to a penalty not exceeding the 
penalty stipulated for in the Treaty.’ 

Consul Alabaster sat therofore under this 
authority, and asa Judge in his Provincial 
Court he gave his decision, acquitting 
Captain Goggin of the offenée with which 
he was charged, Although Commissioner 
White was seated on tho bench, he exer- 
cised no joint jurisdiction whatever ;-and 
although he appeared to claim theright to 
diesent from the Consul’s decision—after 
the manner of the ‘ Rules for Joint Tnves- 
tigation’ in Customs easas—he had no right 
to do ao, seeing that Consul Alabaster was 
sitting ‘under authority of the Queen's 
Order in Council. : 

Tho point of all this is, that the Oustoms 
aathorities appear to have determined at this 
stage to net upon the Joint Rules, and ro- 
fer tho casu to Peking, after thoy have aub- 
mitted to the jurisdiction of a properly- 
constituted Court and been defeated. As

THES. S, GHAZEE IN THE 
TYPHOON, 
A TERRIBLE VOYAGE, 

The 8, 8. Chazee, vhich arrived here to- 
day from Touron, hed o fenrful experionce 
ofthe typhoon in which she was caught on 
Friday, 28th ult., when about 400, miles 
from Hongkong. The vessel loft Singapore 


for this port on Sunday, 23rd _ult., and had 
fine weathor up to the 28th. On this day, 
however, the wind which was blowing from 
ths N.W. began ta fruahan and the baro- 
moter fell gradually. At 4 p.m. the wind had 
inerensed to a gate and continued gath.r- 
ing otrength, so: that it waa thought 
advisable to lash and secure everything 
about the decks. At § p.m. the barometer 


registered 29.75 and the wind was blowing 
afurious gale in hard squalla and the en- 
gines had to bo slowed. At elevon p.m. 
both fore and aft sails wero torn to pieces, 
and by midnight the wind had increased to 
hurricane force. On tho 29th the fury of 
the storm was atill greater and there was 
a terrific mountainous sea which broke on 
boardin vast quantitins sweaping away avery. 
thing off the decks, sheep pons, bridge lad- 
dors, gangway ladders &e. At foura.m. tho 
typhoon wus raging with indescribable force 
and fury. The. barometer then registered 
28.65, At this time the vessel was thrown 
on her beam euda and the heavy seas which 
broke over her decks carriad away both 
life-boats and a gig, ataved in the ongina- 
room skylight, tore off the fidley covers and 
aliowing an onormous quantity of water to 
get below to tho engine-room, washed tho 
coal out of the bunkera and choked the 
purops, All hands were immudiately called 
tothe pumps. At eight o'clock the baro- 
meter was still falling and the typhoon 
blowing with unabated fury, the barumet- 
tical reading being 28,40, About this time 
an A. B. named Wilkins who was attempt- 
ing to Beeure o boat's davits was washed 
overboard by a heavy sea. ‘The engines wore 
immediately stopped and a line was thrown 
him, the sea running tuo ‘high to permit of 
any boat being lowered, The unfortunate 
Man was nover sven again, howevor, At 
eleven o'clock there was no diminution in 
tho foree of the typhoon. 
side uf dhe ship was now constantly buried 
undar water, the lid of one of tha bunkers 
as torn off causing an extraordinary quan- 
tity of water to go below which put out the 
fires of the starboard boilers. The bunkor 
lid was fortunately secured again, though at 
uraat rink to Eifo. Towarda noon tha-wind 
luted a little, but there was a vary hoavy, 
confused sea, which broke broke over the 
decks in great quantities. At two p.m. the 
typhoon wasfelt again with greater force and 
fury than before and the barometor went 
down to 28.23. Owing to tho tremenduus 
tolling of the ship the fires of the 
port boilers went out with the water 
ready down in the enyine room. 
The gngines were now stopped alto- 
gether and tho ship was lying hwlp- 
luss in tha trough of the sea. Thera was 
no steam to the atecring gear, and the leo 
aide uf the ship was conatantly under water, 
Thete were ten foot of water in the stoke- 
hole and the pumps were all choked. At 
4p.m. the barometer had commenced to 
tise and at 5.30 the wind bad considerably 
moderated ‘and all hauds from Captain to 
cabin bey turned to to bale the water out 
of the engine room with buckets, Three 
ganga were formed: for this work, at 
which they kept grimly and doygedly 
for thirty-six hours without stopping. 
Early on Synday, the 30th, an attempt was 
made to light tha port fires by rigging a 
stage up above and lighting the fires in the 
upper furnaces, but tho first heavy roll of 
the ahip put them out again. Tho baling 
of water from the engine room was still 
carried on, thers being a depth of eight foot 
there. On the ist of Ovtober about two 
a.m., the water by that time being consider. 
ably reduced, an attempt waa made again 
to light the port tirea, the lighting of the 
starbuard fires being out of the question. 
As, however, the stoke-hole ‘plates having 
been lifted off were washed about and came 
in contact with the manholes of the boilera, 
causing them to leak, there ‘was no alterna- 
tive bub to pué the Gres out dcainand let the 
water run out, thus augmenting what was 
in the engine-room already and throwing 
more work on the already much exhausted 
officers and crew. The work of baling waa 
‘continued throughoyt the day and night 
however, and one of the hand pumps was 
able to be kept guing besides, the vesgel all 
the time rolling heavily and lying helpless 
at the mercy of the wind and wavea. The 
firat observation that had beon made.since 
Saturday was got on this day, and the ship 
was found to bein lat. 17.33 N., long. 146 
E. ‘The weather continuing to moderate 
and the officers and crew working like 
slaves to get the ship into manageable 
condition, after a good many vicissitudes 
the vessel was at length got into Touron, 
Attempts were made to obtain coal by div- 
ing forit, aud altimately the burning of all 
spare wood and even part of the cargo had 
to be resorted to in order to get steam. 
The efforts of the engineers wera hervic, 
and thoy are all-suffering more or Icas from 
the strain which they liad to sudure during 
their six days and‘ nights of contingoua 
work,

Tr latest piece of intelligence aa to da. | THE ouLTivaTION oF opium IN 


We havo recived to-day, from the Statis- 
tical Departmont of the Imperial Miiritime 
Customs, a publication entitled Natire 
Opium, 1887. It contains reports from the 
Commissioners of Customs st the various 
treaty ports, to whom Sir Robert Hart wrote 
pulting tho following questions — 


1. Is Native Opium known at your port ? 
2. From what places doca it arrive, and 
by what Chinese charactors does your loca- 
lity describo ench variety 7 
3. What does each, variety sull for per 
picul. at your port? : 
4. What taxes have to be paid before the 
connumsor is reached 7 
6. What is the production of cach place 
from which Native Opium arrives supposed 
to now amount to-—how many piculs a year? 
6. What is known at your port about the 
production, consumption, and prica, ete, 
ote., ete,, of the varioties produced in Man- 
churia, Szechwan, and Yiinnan; and is 
thera any other varioty epoken of or com- 
mencing to bo noticed 3 | 
The work also feontains an appendix on- 
titled Native Opin 1863, giving reports by 
tho Commissioners, in 1864, as to the sale 
of native opium in coniparinon Swith forsign 
opium, Thie work contains tracing of the 
course of tho Yangize fram Haii chow to 
Houkow, aud two largo tables ; ono giving 
tho production, conaumption, name, - value 
(ray and boiled) and ‘taxation’ of native 
opium and the different places from whence 
it comes ; the other giving the production, 
consumption und price of native opiom in 
the different provinces We raproduce the 
following intoresting digest of ‘summary of 
port replies — . 
L—! ONSUMIPTION AT. THE TREATY PORTS. 
Native ‘piu is used at all the Treaty 
ports, At Ichang aud Wéuchow. it is used 
almost axclusively ; at Newchwang, Tisn- 
tsin, and Chefoo it is used chiefly (reported 
proportion of emokors of Native and Porsign 
drug, 10 to’l and 10 to 3); at Hankow itis 
used largoly; at Shanghai and Ningpo, to 
a considerable extent ; ut tho other ports, 
to a less, and at some of these to a small, 
extent only, : 
At Tientsin, Ichang, and Takow it is used 
only pure ; at Nowchwang and Wénchow, 
ehicily puro; at Chefoo, pure and mixed 
with Malwa;.at Canton and l'akhoi, pure 
and mixed ; ond at Havkow, Waha, Chin-, 
kiang, Shanghai, Ningpo, Foochow, Tame 
ani, Amoy, Swatow, and Kiungchow, always. 
mixed, 
Native Opium is mixed with all the varie- 
tics of the Foreign drag ; at some ports with 
ono, ut othera with several, varieties. 


2.—PRODUCTION. 

The growth of Native Opium has assumed 
largo proportiong « during ‘recent years: 
Every provinces produces it; the only large- 
areas wher it is wot grown being the is-- 
lands of Forntosa dud Hainan, Every Re- 
port emphasista the fact that the Opium 
produced %s chiefly: consumed locally, and 
that only 4 comparatively’ small porcontuge 
cea ont uf the district or provinca whare 
itis grown, O€.'the exporting provinces 
the following sre.tle more important :— 

1--Szechwan,—This Opium reachea- tho 
rovinees of Chibli and Shantang overland; 
it isaent by water and by-land to all the. 
provinces of the Yangtze ‘valley (Hunan, 
Hupeh, Kiungsi, Anhwei, and Kiangsu), 
In Fohkien it i3 not known, while Swatow 
and Canton report the recuipt annually of, 
soveral thousand picula coming overland 
through Hunan ant Kiangsi. Mr Bredou 


{Hankow) estimates the oxport at,at lonat, | 


10,000 picnis ; but this figure, examined in 
the ight of. the obhur Reports, is probably 
below the mark, 

The total. production acomsa enormoua. 
Te 1872 Barou von Richthofen estimated it 
from persomil observation ata minimun of 
60,000 piculs, and more probably 100,0°0 
piculs, In 1878 Mr Baber wrote: ‘ Wo 
wero astounded at the extent of the poppy 
cultivation ;’ and Mr Bradon (Hankow) 
states in his Report; Soven-tenths of tha 
adult male pupnlation of Szechwan smoke. 
The production has been estimated as high 
os 150,000 piculs, : 

2.—Yiinnan comes next in order of im. 
portance. Yiinnan Opinm was formerly 
known at nearly all the Treaty ports ; now 
its usa on the coast soeme to havo fallon 
off. It is used in Chibli and in the Yang- 
tze provinces, but Shanghai. reports that 
none bas reached there recently. In the 
South, Formosa roports the reccipt nf small 
quantitiea ccousionally; while Canton, 
Pakhoi, and Kiungehiow sre more regular 
consumers, thought its import socma to have 
decliued thers likewise, 

NV B.—This decline in export. ie probably 
owing (1) to the large supplies which must 
have beon heeded for the armiea on the. 
borders of Tangking ; (2) to tho disturbed 
atate of tho country, especially’ Kwangai, 
impeding traffic ; and (3) to a decrcased 
production, caused by the withdrawal from 
the labour market of a province so thinly 
populated as Yiinnan is reported to be, of 
the many thousands of men needed for the 
wat on tho frontier, both for active warfare 
and the tranaport of supplies. 

Mr Baber, in 1872, wrote: ‘With the 
consciousness that I am under-estimating, 
Lestimate that the poppy fields constitute 
a third of the whols cultivation of Yiinnan,” 
Taking into account that it supplies An. 
nam, Burma; and possibly to some extent 
Thibet, besides the neighbouring provinces 
Kwangsi and Kweichow the estimate that 
‘the total production of Yiinnan cannot be 
far bohind' that of Szechwan’ is probably 
correct, . . 

3.—Chékiang Opium is used at Shanghai, 
Chinkiang, and. Hlankow in Formusa, and 
the’ northern districta of Fubkien. It 
seems to be grown all over the province 
where the pround is suitable, even in the 
vegetable gardens and rice fields around 
largo cities (Ningpo Report). : 

4.—Honan Opiam is becoming very 
popular, Itis considered as good as Patna, 
‘and jts production is increasing rapidly 
(Hankow Report) Tt is used in Ghikli and 
Shantung and the Yangtza provitices, 

5.—AManehuria (Chihli, Shanteny and 
Shansi),—These four provinces, three of 
which border the sea, should be considered 
together, While elsewhere it is a task of 
sume difficulty to trace and compara the 
movements and consumption of Native and 
Foreign Opium, hore the geographical and 
other conditions favour the formation of 
foir estimate. . 
* The Raports all testify to the extensive 
production and uge of Native drug, The 
Newchwang Report says ;—Manchorian 
opium is extensively cultivated throughout 
the province ; it istconsidered so superior 
that there is no demand for Native Opium, 
The production of this province is estimated 


at 8,006 piculs, of which 5,000 at least are 
consumed locally, and the remainder smug- 
gled into Shansi. 90 per cent. of the home 
smokers uso Native drag Native Opium 
meels with more appreciation, beeause it 
oan be smoked sevdn or eight times, while 
Foreign drug can be smoked three times at 
mast [Foochow reports so likewise.] Et is 
for this reason that emokers object to nas 
tive drug being mixed with Foreign: it 
spoils the azhos, Native ash after tha first

(6) The quality of Native Opinm seems to 
have much improved, 

At Hankow the Nativo dealers aro unani- 
mous in reporting that Native Opium has 
very much improved of late yeara. Honan 
Opinm ia reported ss good ag Putna, and 
Manchurian, when boiled, is dearor than 
tho Foreign drug. Manchurian and bost 
quality Sezchwan costs at Chefoo as much 
as the Foreign drug. 

The reported fact (vide Newehwang and 
Foochow Reports) that good Native drug, 
when smoked pura, is smokable twice as often 
(even to cight times) as Foreign Opium 
(three times) must be considered an import- 
ant factor in the question of Native versus 
Foreign drug. 

(c.) Taxation and Morement of Nutive 
Opium.—As to the producer's tox the 
information supplied is in most ecagus 
meagre and arelinble,  Newchwung 
reports tho ey of Fis. 27.64 _ ne 
Duty and Likin at placo of production 
(Manchuria), whero dealers bay the crops 
on the field: and extract tho juice them- 
selves. Chiakiang reporta the levy of about 
Tis. 1 for charity and registration purposes, 
Shanghai reports that in Szechwan Tis, 
12.50 are levied. Ningpo and Wéndow 
report that in Chékiang taxes are levied on 
locally-grown Opium by means of Treasury 
tickets covering &0 catties and costing Tla. 
8, which entitle the drag to frea circulation 
in the province. Svatoiv reports that Tle, 
3.93 are levied on Opium in Szechwan, 
Other ports report that no producer's tax is 
levied, 

The taxes Jeviable en route and at the 
ports aleo vury greatly ; no two provinces 
act alike. It is impossible to form uo clear 
idea on this subject from the Reports, A& 
some places no taxcs at all would seem to 
be levied en roufe—tho growth of Native 
Opium . being prohibited ;” at others the 
taxes aro high and various, 


Most Reports, however, emphasise the 
great amount of smuggling which is going 
ou, A state of afaire similar to that until 
recently’ existing around Honskeng aud 
Macao would seem to bo gradually growing 
up in the country. Néwehwang reports 
the smuggling into Shunsi of 3,000 piculs 
annually. Tientsin reports. that Native 
Opium arrives mostly in small.quantities 
by roud, so as to escape the attention of 
barriers and. tax officials en voufe, whieh 
seem to have no regular tariff. Ichany re- 
ports that Yiinnan, Szechwan, and Iching 
Opium is carried seross the hills-by armed 
bands of from 80 to 100 mea to Sha-shih

INVESTIGATION. 


We take the following telegrams from 
Amorican papors with regard tv the open. 
ing procvedinga of the Commission appaint- 
ed to investigate the charges against Parnell, 
Tho comments are somewhat coloured ‘and 
inust be tuken for what they are worth :— 


London, September 17th.—Tho Tine. 
has been knocked almost senselosa in the 
first round in the great fight with Paracll 
and the Irish party. The most important 
point demonstrated by ta-day’s proliminary 
proceeding is that the Judges fully recog. 
nize.the importance of the so-callel Par: 
nell letters and will not flinch from inaking 
them the main issues of the investigation. 
This ts precisely what the Times’ lawyoro 
werg anxious to avoid, but. from the. con- 
duct of the Judges to-day their protests will 
‘bo of ao use.’ Then alin the preliminary 
inquiry is merely a fishing trip, but the 
Parnellites got most of the fish, ‘The 
Vines’ lawyers deliberately dodged all 
questions pinning them. to the apecific 
charge against Parnell, or any individual 
tember of the Irish party, but tried to 
scatter the responsibility fur the alleged in- 
famy over the whole organization here and 
in Americas, The gist of their case is given 
in-tho following pistol-shot question from 
Sir James Hannen : 

‘Do you propose to substantiate any of 
the charges ?”

and strict impartiality. That gives groat 
atrength to the Irish cause,’
